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Collector  Fascinated  by  Old  Coins

Try  telling  John  E.  Beebe  that 
you’ll  give  him  a  penny  for  his 
thoughts. 

He’d  probably  ask  to  see  the 
penny  first. 

A  coin  collector  for  a  little 
more  than  ten  years  now,  Beebe 
says  that  “it’s  always  been  fas¬ 
cinating  to  me  to  think  of  a  par¬ 
ticularly  old  coin.  When  I  think 
of  how  many  hands  it  must’ve 
passed  through — well  it’s  just 
fascinating,  that’s  all.” 

While  the  general  population 
may  not  have  known  it,  or  even 
cared,  April  17-23  was  National 
Coin  Week.  Locally,  the  mayors 
of  Millville,  Vineland  and  Bridge- 
ton  signed  proclamations  desig¬ 
nating  it  as  such  and  drawing 
some  attention  to  the  hobby  that 
continues  week  after  week,  year 
after  year,  despite  a  lack  of 
publicity. 

The  theme  of  this  year's  Na¬ 
tional  Coin  week  was  “Coins  Are 
History.” 

It’s  a  concept  particularly  in¬ 
teresting  to  Beebe,  who  began 
his  hobby  by  inheriting  old  mon¬ 
ey  from  his  parents. 

His  mother,  he  said,  actually 
liked  “new  money”  and  would 
stash  it  away.  “She  was  the  same 
way  with  coins,”  he  said.”  Una¬ 
ware  that  some  of  the  half  dol¬ 
lars  and  silver  dollars  his  mother 
saved  were  worth  anything  more 
than  face  value,  Beebe  said  his 
“ears  perked  up”  when  he  found 
that  they  held  some  vlue. 

“If  it’s  worth  $5,  I'm  not  about 
to  spend  it  for  50  cents,”  he  said. 

But  Beebe’s  collection  is  not 
limited  to  old  coins.  New  coins 
hold  their  own  fascination  and 
are  just  as  valuable  to  his  col¬ 
lection.  New  coins  reflect  current 
history  and  they  too  will  one  day 
be  replaced. 

One  of  his  proudest  posses¬ 
sions,  Beebe  said,  is  a  $5  bill 
issued  by  his  father,  Edward  C. 
Beebe.  The  elder  Beebe,  who 
died  in  1921,  had  been  president 
of  the  old  Mechanics  Bank  in 
Millville.  In  those  days,  paper 


money  was  physically  larger 
than  the  paper  currency  today 
and  each  bill  was  signed  by  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  bank  where  it  was 
issued. 

A  retired  mold  shop  worker  at 
Wheaton’s  in  Millville,  Beebe  is 
currently  secretary  of  the  South 
Jersey  Coin  Club,  one  of  the  old¬ 
est  clubs  in  the  Delaware  Valley 
and  New  Jersey  areas.  His  asso¬ 
ciation  with  the  club,  he  said, 
began  when  some  of  his  Wheaton 
co-workers  told  him  about  the 
organization. 

After  all,  he  said,  “there  comes 
a  time  when  you  get  so  much  and 
realize  you  can’t  keep  it  all.” 

Explaining  that  it’s  desirable 
to  have  at  least  one  of  every¬ 
thing,  Beebe  said  he  collects 
“proof  sets,”  highly  polished 
coins,  packaged  and  put  out  by 
the  mints  especially  for  collec¬ 
tors. 

He  aiso  enjoys  collecting  bril¬ 
liant,  uncirculated  coins  that 
come  in  at  banks  when  they 
order  “new  money.”  Admitting 
they  don’t  hold  as  much  fascin¬ 
ation  for  him  as  the  old  coins 
do,  Beebe  said,  “it’s  hard  to  get 
new  money  around  here.  We’ve 
got  nothing  but  branch  banks 
around.” 


Beebe  says  he’s  also  “fond  of 
gold  but  can’t  afford  too  much 
of  it.” 

You  don’t  have  to  be  wealthy 
to  start  a  coin  collection,  Beebe 
said.  His  daughter,  Judy  Kessler, 
became  interested  in  the  hobby 
and  started  out  with  pennies. 
From  there  she  moved  to  buffalo 
nickels  and  now  she’s  hooked. 

A  member  and  treasurer  of 
the  South  Jersey  Coin  Club,  Mrs. 
Kessler  says  it's  a  hobby  she  and 
her  husband,  Gary,  can  enjoy 
together, 

“It  can  be  expensive  if  you’re 
going  to  complete  sets,  but  you 
can  have  a  lot  of  fun  with  it.” 

Beebe  and  his  daughter  have 
separate  collections  but  say  they 
are  “not  in  competition”  for  cer¬ 
tain  coins.  “We  help  each  other 
out,”  Beebe  said. 

Coin  collecting,  they  believe, 
is  something  you  do  when  you 
get  home  from  work.  An  earnest 
collector  will  be  on  the  lookout 
all  day. 

“It  gets  so  that  when  some¬ 
body  gives  you  change,  you  look 
at  it  first  and  then  put  it  away,” 
Mrs.  Kessler  said.

Many  collectors  hesitate  to 
invest  their  time  and  money  in 
ancient  coins  for  the  simple  rea¬ 
son  that  they  have  little  or  no 
knowledge  in  this  field.  There 
has  been  a  proliferation  of  excel¬ 
lent  reference  books  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  of  ancient  coins  in  the  last 
decade  which  are  available  to 
the  collector  at  realistic  prices  in 
relation  to  the  value  of  the  coins, 
opening  a  new  avenue  of  collect¬ 
ing  to  you. 

In  this  issue  I  will  introduce 
you  to  a  number  of  my  books  in 
the  field  of  Roman  coins.  Roman 
coins  are  readily  available 
through  reputable  dealers  in 
most  large  cities  and  through  the 
mail  from  at  least  four  dozen 
dealers  throughout  the  country. 
You  can  locate  these  dealers  by 
checking  the  classified  advertis¬ 
ing  in  most  coin  newspapers. 
Roman  coins  can  be  purchased 
for  $1.00  for  low  grade  common 
bronze  varieties.  For  either  large 
bronze  coins,  silver  or  gold  coins, 
the  prices  can  run  from  just  a 
few  dollars  to  many  tens  of  thou¬ 
sands  of  dollars. 

Books  worth  reading  include: 
“ROMAN  COINS"  by  C.  H.  V. 
Sutherland  originally  published 
by  Putnam,  is  a  very  beautiful 
300-page  book  describing  the 
coins  and  the  rulers  who  issued 
them.  The  book  includes  many 
color  plates  and  extraordinary 
black  and  white  illustrations.  It 
is  in  English,  as  are  all  of  the 
other  books  mentioned  below. 
The  book,  originally  published 
for  $25.00,  is  available  for 
$17.75. 

“COINAGE  OF  THE  ROMAN 
REPUBLIC"  by  Edward  Syden¬ 
ham  is  a  valuable  and  standara 
reference  covering  the  period 
approximately  300  BC  to  30  BC. 
This  book  recently  reprinted  at 
a  price  of  $21.95,  also  has  excel¬ 
lent  plates  and  about  400  pages 
of  text.  An  original  copy  inci¬ 
dentally,  vintage  1952,  sells  for 
over  $200.00  at  auction. 

“ROMAN  COINS  AND  THEIR 
VALUES"  written  by  David  R. 
Sear,  is  a  popular  book  published 
by  the  Seaby  firm  in  London.  It 
lists  over  4000  varieties  of  Roman 


coins  chronologically,  giving  a 
short  historical  sketch  of  each 
Emperor  or  other  issuing  party 
as  well  as  values,  line  drawings, 
and  photo  plates.  The  book  re¬ 
tails  for  $15.00. 

Another  popular  book  issued 
by  Spink  and  Son  Limited  of 
London  is  “LATE  ROMAN 
BRONZE  COINAGE"  by  Carson, 
Hill  and  Kent  and  covers  a  very 
popular  period  of  time  from  324- 
498  AD.  Many  coins  are  avail¬ 
able  from  this  period  and  the 
book  is  most  descriptive,  selling 
for  a  nominal  $10.00. 

Also  a  basic  book,  “DICTION¬ 
ARY  OF  ROMAN  COINS"  by 
Stevenson  consists  of  nearly  a 
thousand  pages  of  excellent 
background  material  and  illus¬ 
trations  most  useful  for  the  seri¬ 
ous  collector.  The  book  retails 
for  $30.00. 

For  the  sophisticated  and  af¬ 
fluent  collector,  a  complete 
eleven  volume  set  of  Roman  Im¬ 
perial  Coinage  is  available  at 
$295.00.  This  offers  the  investor/ 
collector  the  opportunity  to  do 
serious  research  in  his  own  home. 
The  Roman  Imperial  period  inci¬ 
dentally,  follows  the  Roman 
Republican  Period  previously 
mentioned  and  continues  until 
the  Roman  Empire  falls  to  be 
superseded  by  the  Byzantine 
coinage. 

Many  other  titles  on  Roman 
coinage  exist  and  are  offered  to 
the  collector  by  my  firm  and  oth¬ 
ers.  A  complete  list  of  ancient 
coin  books,  Roman,  Greek,  Byz¬ 
antine  and  Judaic  is  available  at 
no  charge  by  writing  to  me  at 
133  East  58th  Street,  New  York.

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Press  Coined 
Horse  Head  Cents 

By  Harold  Flartey,  N.L.G. 

An  Inventory  of  the  property 
of  the  US  Mint  in  Philadelphia 
submitted  by  the  mint  director 
to  the  secretary  of  the  treasury 
in  1802  showed  “five  striking 
presses  with  machinery.” 

There  is  an  interesting  story 
behind  one  of  these  coining 
presses.  The  fourth  such  press 
purchased  by  the  mint  was  sold 
by  a  New  Jersey  resident,  Mrs. 
Hannah  Ogden,  for  the  sum  of 
$47.44  on  June  3,  1794.  Hannah 
Ogden  was  the  widow  of  Mat¬ 
thias  Ogden,  Revolutionary  War 
hero  and  coiner  of  the  New  Jer¬ 
sey  Horse  Head  Cents. 

The  press  had  been  used  at 
the  Rahway  mint  in  1786-87  by 
Albion  Cox  and  Arthur  Goadsby 
who  had  a  contract  with  the 
state  to  produce  two  million 
coppers,  one  coin  out  of  each  ten 
struck  to  be  delivered  to  the  state 
treasury  in  quarterly  installments 
as  royalty.  Walter  Mould  struck 
another  million  coins  at  Morris¬ 
town,  under  the  contract,  at  what 
became  “Wheatsheaf  Farm”  in 
later  years. 

When  Cox  and  Goadsby  de¬ 
faulted,  Ogden,  who  had  posted 
bond  for  the  completion  of  the 
contract  secured  a  “bill  of  re¬ 
plevin”  authorizing  him  to  seize 
the  machinery  and  equipment, 
which  he  moved  to  his  home  in 
Elizabethtown  (now  Elizabeth). 
It  was  here,  in  the  “room  behind 
the  kitchen,”  that  he  completed 
the  contract,  often  using  English 
coppers  and  the  coins  of  other 
states  to  overstrike  his  Horse 
Head  coins.

This 
light  assembly  is  four  feet  high, 
floor  mounted,  and  will  ade¬ 
quately  handle  2  back  to  back 
8  foot  tables  and  will  eliminate 
past  lighting  problems  your  club 
may  have  experienced  at  past 
shows.  Not  only  will  the  exhib¬ 
itors  be  happy,  the  judges  and 
viewers  will  be  pleased  as  well. 

1977  calendars,  listing  the 
Garden  State  Numismatic  Asso¬ 
ciation’s  28  member  clubs  meet¬ 
ing  dates  in  the  individual  date 
blocks  each  month,  has  been  pre¬ 
pared,  printed  and  distributed 
free  to  every  GSNA  member  and 
member  clubs.  Additional  calen¬ 
dars  are  available  at  $1.00  each 
from  GSNA,  P.O.  Box  63,  Brick- 
town,  New  Jersey  08723. 


The  reverse  of  the  coin  was 
the  first  to  display  the  motto  “E 
Pluribus  Unum”  which  means 
“one  out  of  many.” 

Walter  Mould’s  machinery  and 
equipment  went  to  Machin’s  Mill 
in  New  York  (Near  Newburgh) 
when  Mould  fled  west  to  avoid 
debtor’s  prison.  Albion  Cox  fled 
to  England  for  the  same  reason 
but  returned  and  became  the 
first  assay  officer  at  the  new  US 
Mint  in  i793. 

It  is  probably  no  coincidence 
that  the  motto  “E  Pluribus  Un¬ 
um”  followed  Cox  to  the  Phila¬ 
delphia  Mint  and  Cox  may  have 
advised  the  newly  organized 
establishment  where  they  could 
obtain  a  much  needed  coining 
press.  He  could  recommend  it, 
he  knew  it  well. 

How  much  would  that  same 
press  bring  today? 


One  of  the  highlights  of  every 
successful  club  meeting  is  the 
educational  program.  An  inter¬ 
esting  exhibit,  an  informative 
speaker  and  a  question  and  ans¬ 
wer  period  can  often  provide  a 
pleasant  stimulus  to  the  member¬ 
ship. 

Here  are  a  few  suggestions  for 
the  Program  Chairman  to  help  in 
the  handling  of  the  details  of 
speaker  arrangements. 

1.  Make  certain  that  your 
speaker  has  complete  and 
accurate  information  as  to 
date,  time  and  place,  and 
time  allowed  for  presenta¬ 
tion. 

2.  Follow  up  original  request 
with  a  confirming  letter 
and  the  club  newsletter  an¬ 
nouncing  the  meeting. 

3.  If  the  speaker  is  unfamiliar 
with  your  area,  provide 
him  with  a  good  map  and 
directions  to  locate  the 
meeting  place. 

4.  Furnish  your  speaker  with 
a  telephone  number  to  call 
in  the  event  of  any  ques¬ 
tion  or  emergency. 

5.  Try  to  obtain  information 
about  the  speaker  so  that 
he  may  be  properly  intro¬ 
duced  to  the  membership. 

6.  If  the  speaker  is  a  stranger 
to  the  club,  be  sure  to  have 
someone  designated  to 
greet  him  on  arrival  and 
make  him  feel  welcome. 

7.  After  the  speaker  has  con¬ 
tributed  to  your  meeting,  a 
follow-up  thank  you  letter 
and  a  certificate  commem¬ 
orating  the  event  are  nice 
gestures. 


If  your  Program  Chairman  has 
utilized  the  talents  of  most  of 
the  locally  available  speakers, 
feel  free  to  contact  GSNA's 
Speakers  Bureau  should  you  wish 
to  listen  to  one  of  the  excellent 
speakers  on  our  Speakers  List. 

Also,  if  you  have  a  speaker 
who  would  be  willing  to  share 
his  knowledge  and  be  listed  in 
our  roster,  let  us  know.

“New  Jersey’s 
Money”  Book 

“NEW  JERSEY’S  MONEY”  by 
George  W.  Wait  is  a  434-page 
publication  of  the  Newark  Mu¬ 
seum  produced  in  cooperation 
with  the  Society  of  Paper  Money 
Collectors.  The  large  size  for¬ 
mat,  8  V2  x  11-inch  pages  give 
ample  room  to  display  those  glor¬ 
ious  old  bank  notes  of  The  Gar¬ 
den  State. 

Starting  with  the  first  issue  of 
paper  notes  in  June  1709,  an 
issue  of  3,000  pounds  in  2,  5  and 
10-shilling  notes  to  finance  an 
expedition  against  Canada,  the 
book  continues  through  the  29th 
and  last  issue  in  1786  which 
became  invalid  after  June  1799. 

The  book  starts  with  a  short 
history  of  money  used  in  New 
Jersey,  wampum,  the  Mark  New¬ 
by  half  pence  coinage  imported 
from  Ireland,  the  New  Jersey 
coinage  of  1786-88  in  Morris¬ 
town,  Rahway  and  Elizabeth — 
right  through  the  paper  money 
of  Colonial  times.  National  Bank 
Notes  are  covered  as  well  as 
paper  money  of  the  great  depres¬ 
sion  printed  in  the  1930s. 

Indispensible  for  all  who  col¬ 
lect  the  money  of  New  Jersey  the 
book  is  available  for  $18.50  post¬ 
paid  from  the  Newark  Museum 
Association,  49  Washington  St., 
Newrk,  N.J.  07101.

I.N.S.  Of  New 
Jersey  #007 

The  guest  speaker  at  the  Feb¬ 
ruary  meeting  was  Dr.  Ira  Rezak. 
Those  of  you  who  have  heard 
him  need  no  further  lobbying. 
This  man’s  eloquence  and  knowl¬ 
edge  are  effervescent.  Dr.  Rezak 
is  one  of  the  leading  authorities 
of  Judaic  Medals  and  his  ap¬ 
proach  to  this  subject  is  enlight¬ 
ening.  When  he  talks  about 
medals  he  talks  about  culture, 
politics,  medicine,  history — all 
areas  of  knowledge  which  relate 
to  numismatics.  There  are  no 
yawns  heard  during  his  lectures. 
Mr.  Rezak’s  subject  was  “Medals 
and  Tokens  of  the  Palestine 
Mandate. 

During  the  exhibition  and  com¬ 


mentary  portion  of  the  previous 
meeting,  Gary  Riveles  displayed 
a  set  of  Medals  of  US  Presidents. 
Robert  Schonwalter  had  Dan 
Friedenberg’s  new  book,  “Jew¬ 
ish  Minters  &  Medals.”  Sid  Mos- 
kowitz  exhibited  counterfeit  Cal¬ 
ifornia  gold  fractional  coins  and 
explained  that  during  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Gold  Rush  there  was  not 
enough  change  to  go  around. 
Gold  was  so  plentiful  that  for  a 
30  year  period,  private  compan¬ 
ies  supplied  these  coins.  There 
were  2#,  50G  and  $1.00  pieces. 
These  coins  are  commonly  coun¬ 
terfeited.  Counterfeit  ancient 
coins,  which  Dr.  Farb  had  picked 
up  in  Iran,  were  shown  by  Andy 
Rosenblum.  Andy  also  displayed 
a  number  of  cutouts  of  Israel’s 
medals,  Israel  subway  tokens, 
and  two  varieties  of  the  1949  25 
Mil.  Carl  Rosenblum  had  pos¬ 
sibly  the  most  interesting  display 
of  the  evening  with  his  custom 
made  Israel  Banknote  Album. 

An  INS  Journal,  representing 
the  four  New  Jersey  INS  clubs 
has  been  conceived.

Our  March  Meeting  featured 
speaker  Arnold  Shay.  The  fol¬ 
lowing  background  material  has 
been  taken  from  an  article  that 
appeared  in  the  Sept.  10,  1976 
issue  of  the  Cleveland  Jewish 
News. 

“When  Arnold  Shay  was  lib¬ 
erated  from  Dachau  concentra¬ 
tion  camp  in  May,  1945,  he 
vowed  that  not  only  would  he 
never  forget,  but  he  would  not 
let  others  forget  either. 

Shay  decided  he  could  best 
memorialize  the  Six  Million  Jew¬ 
ish  dead  by  collecting  memora¬ 
bilia  from  the  Holocaust  period. 

Thirty  one  years  later  Shay, 
now  a  custom  tailor  in  Philadel¬ 
phia,  has  what  he  says  is  the 
largest  collection  of  Holocaust 


material  in  the  world.  Among 
the  6,000  items  he  has  amassed 
are  letters,  Ghetto  money,  iden¬ 
tification  cards,  armbands,  docu¬ 
ments,  photographs,  SS  boots, 
inmates’  uniforms  from  concen¬ 
tration  camps,  a  swastika  from 
Hitler’s  headquarters,  and  much 
other  material. 

Shay  has  photographed  sel¬ 
ected  items  in  his  collection  and 
put  together  a  lecture  slide  show 
which  he  presents  to  audiences 
throughout  the  US. 

‘After  30  years,  I  myself  am 
still  trying  to  understand  the 
Holocaust.’ 

In  his  own  mind,  he  refuses 
to  make  any  distinctions  between 
Nazis  and  Germans  to  exonerate 
the  German  people.  ‘I  saw  quite 
a  few  Germans  who  helped  Jews 
but  their  names  were  on  tomb¬ 
stones.’ 

The  record  of  the  German  peo¬ 
ple  was  better  than  that  of  the 
Poles  and  Ukranians.  Most  of  the 
infamous  concentration  camps 
were  located  on  Polish  soil  be¬ 
cause  the  Germans  knew  they 
could  count  on  the  cooperation  of 
the  Polish  people. 

‘In  Poland  it  would  have  been 
hard  to  find  a  righteous  gentile. 
More  Jews  were  saved  in  Berlin 
than  in  all  of  Poland.' 

Shay  excoriates  those  who  say 
the  Jews  put  up  no  resistance 
and  went  like  “sheep  to  the 
slaughter.”  ‘When  Jews  kept  a 
Chedar  going,  or  ran  an  under¬ 
ground  trade  school,  or  stole  po¬ 
tatoes — those  were  acts  of  resis¬ 
tance.’ 

He  praises  the  Warsaw  Ghetto 
fighters  who  held  out  longer 
against  the  Germans  than  any 
of  the  occupied  countries. 

‘For  the  first  time  the  German 
army  had  to  retreat  and  get  rein¬ 
forcements.  German  planes  were 
called  in  to  spray  gasoline  onto 
the  ghetto  before  the  Germans 
succeeded  in  liquidating  it.’ 

Shay  has  been  writing  articles 
and  exhibiting  his  material  since 
1962.  He  gives  between  50  to  60 
lectures  per  year  at  schools,  col¬ 
leges,  churches  and  private  clubs 
all  over  the  US  and  has  made  TV 
appearances. 

In  recent  years  he  has  received 
a  good  reception  in  Catholic 
schools  despite  his  criticism  of 
the  Catholic  Church  for  what  he 
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(continued  from  page  14) 
calls  its  indifference  to  the  plight 
of  the  Jews  during  the  Holo¬ 
caust. 

In  1973,  at  the  Philadelphia 
•Civic  Center,  Shay  presented  the 
largest  exhibition  of  Holocaust 
material  over  shown  in  the  US 
with  more  than  15,000  people  in 
attendance.”

Walter  Mould  set  up  shop  in 
the  living  room  at  what  was  later 
called  “Old  Wheatsheaf  Farm” 
on  Sussex  Avenue  in  Morristown. 
Mould  was  a  die-sinker  and 
coiner  with  a  contract  to  produce 
one  million  copper  coins  “Vo  pass 
current  at  15  to  the  shilling.”  It 
was  June  of  1787  when  the  New 
Jersey  legislature  gave  the  con¬ 
tract  to  Mould  and  two  other 
Englishmen,  Thomas  Goadsby 
and  Albion  Cox,  who  operated 
a  mint  in  Rahway. 

You  can  get  a  replica  of  the 
New  Jersey  cent  with  the  horse 
head  and  plow,  two  devices  taken 
from  the  State  Seal  adopted  in 
1776.  The  Morristown  Historical 
Society,  P.O.  Box  170-M,  Morris- 
tiwn,  07960,  is  selling  the  piece, 
stamped  on*  a  U.S.  cent,  for  50 
cents  and  a  self-addressed, 
stamped  envelope.  They  still 
have  a  quantity  of  the  Ford  Man¬ 
sion,  Washington’s  Headquarters, 
also  stamped  on  the  back  of  a 
cent.  Send  $1  and  a  self-ad¬ 
dressed,  stamped  envelope  for 
both  pieces,  they  make  great 
stocking  stuff ers  and  they  are 
educational.

Another  trick  is  to  take  a  peek 
into  the  cash  drawers  at  stores. 
Sometimes,  she  said,  cashiers 
will  oblige  and  let  her  buy  a 
coin.  Other  finds  can  be  made  by 
cashing  part  of  her  paycheck  for 
rolls  of  coins  and  sifting  through 
it. 

According  to  Beebe,  the  South
